Welcome  to  our  96th  MAIL  AUCTION  SALE.  Although  this  catalog  contains  some  interesting  coins  and  bank- 
notes from  various  nations,  especially  a group  of  Cuban  paper  money,  the  "guts"  of  this  catalog  is  obviously  the  collection  of  Colonial 
and  Republican  Mexican  coins  offered  herein.  Together  with  many  of  the  classic  rarities  the  collection  formed  by  Mr.  Arconte  Grasso 
contains  many  choice  little  scarce  pieces  - the  kind  which  elude  a collector  for  years  and  should  be  pounced  upon  when  they  finally 
become  available. 

While  cataloguing  the  collection  I noticed  quite  a number  of  old  Henry  Christensen  envelopes  from  Madison, 
from  Hoboken,  and  from  our  old  Fifth  Avenue  address  in  New  York  City.  Of  course,  there  are  many  other  coins  from  all  of  the  well 
known  dealers  in  Latin  American  coins  over  the  past  30-40  years. 

Mexican  coins  were  one  of  my  father's  first  loves,  and  he  is  still  remembered  for  the  monumental  1958  catalog  of 
Mexican  8 Reales  pieces  ■ the  first  honest  attempt  at  a date,  mint,  and  assayer  listing  of  that  magnificent  series.  Of  course,  much  has 
been  learned  in  the  intervening  30  years.  From  time  to  time,  however,  I still  consult  our  original  cards  used  in  compiling  that  catalog 
which  have  been  constantly  updated  since  then  to  record  appearances  of  the  coins.  It  is  intriguing  to  note  that  some  coins  constantly 
described  as  rare  appear  every  time  one  turns  around.  Others,  which  list  for  very  little  in  the  standard  catalogs,  appear  for  auction 
only  once  in  a decade.  We  still  have  a lot  to  learn. 

I am  just  back  from  the  American  Numismatic  Convention  in  Atlanta  as  I write  this  letter.  While  I sold  a few  items 
and  bought  a few  interesting  items  myself,  and,  more  importantly,  sensed  that  most  people  were  having  a successful  show,  I left  more 
than  a trifle  distressed  on  a couple  of  points. 

The  first  of  these  was  the  round  5 ounce  silver  coinlike-paperweight  market.  This  hoax  reminds  me  of  the  earlier 
bar  and  roll  crazes,  and  it,  inevitably,  will  go  the  same  way  as  those  prior  aberrations.  It  is  distressing  to  see  reputable  national  mints 
and  reputable  dealers  participating  in  this  Ponzi  Scheme.  I don't  mean  to  sound  like  a holier-than-thou  purist  (or  perhaps,  I do)  but  it 
upsets  me  to  see  the  many  pages  of  advertising  and  glossy  hype  and  brouhaha  encouraging  people  to  purchase  coins  which  aren't  coins 
for  dramatic  prices.  Well,  it  is  a free  market. 

The  second  facet  which  I found  distressing  was  the  success  and  prevalence  of  so-called  "slab  coins."  These,  of 
course,  are  standard  U.S.  coins  in  attractive  condition  which  have  been  assigned  a numerical  grade  by  one  or  another  of  the  grading 
services  and  then  sealed  in  plastic.  This  worthy  notion  evolved  for  several  true  and  just  reasons.  The  first  of  these  was  to  assure  numis- 
matically  illiterate  investors  that  they  were  not  being  "had"  and  that  they  would  resell  a coin  for  the  same  grade  at  which  they  pur- 
chased the  piece.  All  fine  and  dandy.  What  has  evolved,  however,  is  a situation  where  a dealer  may  send  the  same  coin  to  several 
different  grading  services  until  he  gets  the  piece  returned  with  the  grade  which  he  wants.  Then  he  sells  the  piece  to  either  a wholesaler 
or  to  an  "investment  broker"  or  "financial  planner"  who,  in  turn,  perhaps  via  a retail  salesman,  sells  the  piece  to  an  investor.  That  is  all 
relatively  honest,  and  everyone  deserves  to  make  a living,  but  two  factors  dominate  the  scenario.  A given  coin,  say  a St.  Gaudens 
$20.00  gold  piece,  of  a given  date  and  mint  and  virtually  identical  grade,  may  be  sold  wholesale  for  a wide  range  of  prices  depending 
upon  the  "slab  grade."  Even  within  those  parameters,  an  MS-63  may  currently  sell  for  anywhere  from  about  $700.00  to  $1,300.00. 
Precision  grading  just  isn't  all  that  damned  precise. 

The  other  factor  concerns  the  number  of  intermediate  holders  of  the  coin,  each  of  whom  deserves  to  make  their 
nibble  for  their  work,  who  intervene  between  the  original  seller  and  the  ultimate  purchaser.  Within  these  slabbed  investment  plans  this 
can  easily  be  half  a dozen  people,  each  adding  their  livelihood  requirements  to  the  price  of  the  coin.  So,  it's  not  just  that  the  investor 
may  pay  $1,300.00  for  a $700.00  coin;  he  may  well  end  up  paying  $2,500.00.  All,  presumably,  perfectly  honest  and  without  fraud; 
these  transactions  simply  pile  on  too  many  commissions  before  the  coin  has  found  a new  home.  Many  respected,  reputable  dealers 
engage  in  selling  these  coins,  and  why  shouldn't  they?  There  is  a market  for  them.  I don't  particularly  like  it,  and  I'm  enough  of  a 
curmudgeon  to  say  so.  I just  can't  imagine  a collector  who  never  wants  to  touch  his  coins  - carefully  and  properly.  Feeling  the  heft 
of  a gold  piece  loses  its  magic  when  it's  done  through  polystyrene.  A few  friends  and  I have  thought  of  marketing  miniature  hammers 
and  chisels  so  that  collectors  can  de-slab  their  coins.  One  distinguished  numismatist  has  even  suggested  that  we  have  little  silver  chisel 
lapel  pins  made  up  and  call  ourselves  the  chiselers  - an  idea  which  is  not  without  a certain  appealing  reverse  snobbery. 

At  any  rate,  people  will  buy  what  they  want  to  buy.  My  speaking  into  the  wind,  to  phrase  it  politely,  is  not  apt 
to  make  the  world  spin  in  a different  direction.  I do  think  that,  in  the  long  run,  however,  most  people  will  prefer  to  collect  coins 
instead  of  round  ingots  and  plastic  slabs.
